A A A TTT SACRE 
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PRESIDENT HILL’S VIEWS 

The interview of the Toronto World 
with President Hi}. of the Great Nor- 
thern railway, has been given very 
great prominence in the Canadign 
press. If Mr.,Hill’s object was to get 
his views befyre the Canadian public 
he has succeeded bevon’ bis expecta- 
tions. There seems also to be a great 
disposition to accept Myr. Hill's ex- 
pressions of view as unquest-onahbic 
authority, That Mr. Hill knows the 
gailway question to a finish there is no 
doubt. But that his point of view is 
not that ei‘her of Canada or of the in- 
dividual citizens of Canada there is as 
little doubt. Therefore instead of alj 
that he has said being taken as gospel 
it should always be weighed in connec- 
tion with bas interest in saying it. He 
has made several important state- 
ments which challerge criticism. 

1. Canada has practically two trans- 
continental lines. 

2 Another railroad across Canada 
will not pry to-day. 

3. The solution of the present diffi- 
culty is the development of exisiirg 
lines. 

4. The conditions usualiy attached to 
a railway subsidy make 1t a disadvan- 
tage instead of a benefit. 

1. So far as can! be) seen withl the nak- 
ed eye Canada has only one transcony 
tinental railway to-day. Although the 
Canadian Northern aspires to be a 
transepotinental line, and may very 
well become one, it is very far from be- 
ing one yet. However usetul the Can- 
adian Northern is now, or may be to 
a still greater degree, when the pro- 
jects mow in hand ars completed; un- 
less ané until it becomes actually a 
transeontinental Tine it can never do 
for Canada what Canada needs for her 
full development. The Grand Trunk, 
against whose Pacic scheme Presi- 
dent Hill was talking, has means _ oi 
attracting the favorable attention of 
investors such as no. otber railway 
ecompiny in the werld has, Until Can- 
ada has at least a second iranscontin- 
ental railway it would be suicidal in- 
sanity to do other than encourage to 
a reasonable degree the completion bf 
such a railway by the company most 
certain to complete if they undertake 
it,

can boast. They are mutiny veter- 
ans, about 600 altogether, remnants of 
those slender isolated forces of siout- 
hearted Britons and loyal natives, 
who, 45 years ago, cut off for months 
from the outer world under the flam- 
ing sun of an Indian summer, in the 
stress at battle and the more deadly 
stress of pestilence, through physical 
hardshies of every kind and worse 
hardships af the sou!, held India for 
the empire on the Ridge of Delbi, in 
the residency of Lacknow, and on many 
another bloody field, when the sudden 
tempest of revolt, though it proved to 
be as local and shortlived as a tropical 
tornado, seemed to shake the whole 
fabric of British power to the verf 
foundations. One native veteran 1s re- 
puted to be over 109 years old. An- 
other enlisted in 1836 and has been 
four times wounded. Co’onel Macken- 
zie, a fine old soldier in the uniforny of 
the Guides Corps, leads the European 
veterans. Fhe rear of this battered 
column is brought upby a partyot old 
withered Gurk:has in faded uniforms 
with rows of medals on their breasts, 
whose faltering steps are supported 
tenderly by young siurdy fellows of 
their regiment. For a time the kale- 
idoscopio groups of natives, whether 
princes in thear nobes of state proceed- 
ing to their seats, or thetr attendants, 
have to wait. The whole assemblage 
rose to salute that band of herges, and 
many an eye was dimmed and _ there 
was a choke in many a throat as we 
gazed upon this pathetic remnant, But 
“or them and such as them, humble 
‘ighters though they were, who, to 
borrow the terse and eloquest in- 
scription on Henry Lawrence’s grave 
at Lucknow, had just “tried to dp 
theie duty,” where might be all the 
pageantry of today, where all the 
promises of a splendid future which 
still lie before our Indian empire? 
Amongst all the abiding memories o7 
.his memorable fortnight, sgrely none 
will.be deeper, none more stimulating 
than this vison conjured up in such 
surroundings out of the tragic but 
glorious past.
